FE F thou haft not been acquainted with ſzch a Table as this following; 
JF and defireſt to make uſe of it, thou muſt-get the Alphabet: Y3z. The 
Order of: the Letters as they ſtand , without Book , perfettly , to 
know where every Letter ſtands, as (bv) neat the' beginning, (m) about 
the midſt; and (#) towards the end. Therefore if the word thon wouldſt 
find Begins with (a) look in the beginning of the. Table,if with (:) look 
towards the end. Again, if the word begin with (ba) look in the be-- 
ginning of the Letter (b) but if with (6) ſee towards the end of that 
Letter; and if thou obſerveſt the ſame for the third and fourth Letters, 
thou ſhalt find thy word preſently. Secondly , thou muſt know the 
Cauſe, of the Difference of the Letters :; All-Written-with the Roman, 
as in(abbaYare words taken from the Latine , or other Learned Lan- 
guage: Thoſe with- the /ralick. Letters, as (abandin)'are French 
Words made Engliſh. Thoſe with the Engliſh Letters are meecrly 
Englt; or from ſome other-Vulgar Tongue - the Word. Joyning 
unto it is ever Englify, and is the Interpreter of” it in a more tamiliar 
Engliſh Word. © But thoſe that have no Word expounding then, are 
ſet gown to let thee ſee their-true writing, where I thought thou might- 
ctotherwiſe err. And know further, that all the words that have in 
thiepr(y)or (pb) togethier , or begin with (chr) or'(b)1s never pro- 


nounced;. 
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nounced, or end with (/m) are all Greek words, as Hypocrites, Philo- 
ſophy, Chriſt, Baptiſm. But where I ſay they are Greek, I mean with 
ſome difference vf Termination, for they were brought from Greece to 
us, through Kome, where they were newly ſtampt, and-when they came 
to us, we-coyned them after our faſhion : as Chriſt is.
